Found Diud in Vacant House, 


Lynching of Negro at Berkeley, Va., 
Arouses Colored Residents. 


Norfolk, Va., Oct. 25. — George W. 
Blount, a negro proprietor of a fish 
and oyster shop in the suburbs of 
Berkeley, was taken from the police 
station, where he was confined, by 
four mciskod men and lynched. Two 
other masked men kept the policeman 
in charge of the station and a member 
of the tov/n fire department who was 
in the station oilice covered with re- 
volvers, The men carried Blount into 
llardy'i: field, a short distance away, 
wheie he v/as beaten to death with 
some blunt instrument and then shot. 


Blount had boon arrested Saturday 
night for otriking.T. D. Hollonian, a 
Berkeley policeman, in the face with 
a lighted lamp, badly burning him. Tno 
ofilcer had gyne to Blount's place to 
arrest another negro, and Blount re- 
fused the oilicer permission to enter.

PEOPLE DEMAND REPARATION 


London, Oct. 25.—Groat Britain sput 
e long and urgent note to tbe Russian 
government oUlcially detailing the cir- 
lumstances of the amazing and unex­ 
plained nttaclr by the Rui'.sian second 
Pacific EQuadron during the night of 
October 21 on British ilJhing boats in 
the North Sea, The text of tbe note 
haf5 not Veöu given out, but it is oili- 
ciall;y stated from the foreign office 
that it contains tbe signlflcant au- 
■nouneeinent that ‘*the situation is one 
which, lu the opinion of his majesty’s 
govornment, does not brook delay." 
Meanwhile the conservative public 
and presß are remarkably undemon­ 
strative. As usual, the jingo element 
demands war, ^nd 
even In official 
quarters somo go bo far as to say 
that it may bo necessary to stop the 
Pacific fleet, pending settlement of the 
whole 
afi'air, though 
this extreme 
measure, it Is believed, will not be 
necessary. Everywhere there is evi­ 
dence of the very positive opinion that 
this is no time for the usual diplo­ 
matic dilly-dallying, that there must 
be no delay and no limit set by Russia 
to her apology or the extent of com­ 
pensation for sufferers by v/hat King 
Edward 
himself 
terms ‘‘the unwar­ 
rantable action” of tho Baltic squad­ 
ron commanders. 
The d^ep resentment of the whole 
British public, however, Is reflected by 
the Incident at the Victoria station on 
the 
arrival of Count 
Benckendorff 
from the Continent. A crowd gathereij 
and 
hooted 
him and attempted to 
break the windov/s of his carriage. 
There is no attempt anywhere among 
men of responsibility to magnify the 
occurrence into a deliberate act of 
war; but in view of the present in­ 
ability to find an explanation, there is 
being poured upon the heads of tho 
officers of the squadron a flood of In­ 
vective and insinuation, though incom­ 
petence ürst and thereafter complete 
panic Is the most generally accepted 
explanation. Thus far no ofllcial word 
has been received from St. Petersburg 
as to the attitude of the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent The fact that it had been 
decided during the day to prepare a 
seml-olFiclal note expressing the re­ 
gret of the Russian government and its 
willingness to make full reparation so 
soon as the I’esponsibllity Is fixed was 
communicated 
by 
the 
Associated 
Press to Lord Lansdowne, and was 
the first infirrmation oa the subject 
ho had received from St. Petersburg. 
At the Russian embassy it was stat­ 
ed that **the whole affair was so ob­ 
viously a mistake, 
from 
whatever 
cause, that Russia's course was plainly 
dictated, namely, apology and ample 
compensation.'*

MURDERED 


Cliili ICidiiapp'-d at Phoenixvillo, Pa., 
Found Djad in Vacant House. 


Oct. 24.—With his fovc- 
hoad rrushed and ihe throat cut, tho 
body of 4-year-old Miciiael Mîorskl, 
Vhü was kidnapped from near his homo 
in Phoenlxviîlc. 28 
1%'s from this city, 
Friday night by a ^^nd of men sup- 
! posed to be gypsies, was found in an 
ubaudoned farm house a few ^ miles 
from Valley Forge. 
In cou'^eotlon 
with tho murder six men belonging to 
a party of gypsies w^ere arrested by 
Chi-'f of Police Carter, of Phoeulxville, 
and several constables, and after an 
exciting time were lodged in the jail \t 
that place. Only tho courage and quiuii 
action of the police saved the prisoners 
from being roughly handled by a large 
Ci’owd of excited people. 
Q'he child was picked up Friday night 
by^a party of n\c\\ who v;ere driving 
through the town in two covered wag­ 
ons. A boy saw them take the child, 
but before he could attract any one’s 
attention to pursue the kidnappers they 
had disappeared. All day Saturday and 
Saturday night searching parties were 
out trying to trace tlie wagons, but 
without success. 
Yesterday morning, 
while three men were in tho woods 
gathering chestnuts, they accidentally 
came across tho body of the boy in a 
deserted house. Nearby lay a club with 
hair and blood on It The authorities 
out to ob^y the signals from the Rus- I were quickly notified, and tho entire

AN UPRISING FEARED 
Lynching of T.'cgro at Berkeley, Va,, 
Arouses Colored Residents. 
Norfolk, Va., Oct. 25. — George W. 
Blount, a negro proprietor of a fish 
and oyster shop in the suburbs of 
Berkeley, was taken from the police 
station, where he was confined, by 
four masked men and lynched. Two 
other masked men kept the policeman 
in charge of the station and a member 
of tho tov/n fire department who was 
In the station ofiice covered with re­ 
volvers. The men carried Blount into 
llardi^'t: field, a short distance away, 
M'heie he v/aa beaten to death with 
some blunt Instrument and then shot. 
Blount had been arrested Saturday 
night for striking.T. D. Hollonian, a 
Berkeley policeman, in the face with 
a lighted lamp, badly burning him. Tno 
ofilcer had gone to Blount’s place to 
arrest another negro, and Blount re­ 
fused the ofiicer permission to enter. 
As a result of the lynching a negro 
uprising is feared, and the mayor of 
Bcrl.eley 
has 
requested 
Governor 
Montapue to hold a sufllclent force in 
readiness to meet It it’ necessary. 
A detachment of Norfolk militiamen 
are patrolling the negro section of 
Berkel«.y, and while everything seems 
quiet on the surface, there is a possi­ 
bility that trouble may occur at any 
moment.

As the prison­ 
ers were brought through the streets 
there were cries of “Lynch them! Burn 
them !“ Tbe ofllcers drew their revol­ 
vers and kept the angry crov/d back. 
At the lock-ux) a large crowd was gath­ 
ered, and the ofllcers had difilculty In 
getting their prisoners through the 
threatening mob into jail. 
The pris­ 
oners Avere badly frightened. 
There is a growing belief that the 
gj'P?ies had no hand in the murder. 
Robert M. Simmers returned from 
the g>'psy camp at Williams* Corners, 
where he made a search for evidence 
pointing to members of the band now 
held as prisoners os having been Im­ 
plicated in the murder. Ho stated that 
he v/as satisfied that they had nothing 
to do with the crime. A small bloody 
shirt was found.near the hovel where 
the body of the murdered lad was dis­ 
covered, TV'hlch Is regarded as an im­ 
portant clue, and one which may lead 
to the arre.'Jt of tho murderers. A care­ 
ful inspection of

locality was 
made, and footprints v/ere found lead­ 
ing from there to the Knickerbocker 
dam, ^at Charlestov/n, where a second 
band of gypsies was encamped last 
Friday night Somo time late Friday 
night that band of gypsies broke camp 
and hurried away.

Not soap, but ammonia, should be 
used in the w^ater with w’hich windows 
are w^ashed, if clear, bright glass is 
desired. It is stated that lamp chim­ 
neys rubbed with dry salt after w^ash- 
ing will acquire unusual brilliancy, 
says The Pilgrim. 
Sacks made of several thicknesses of 
new^spaper pasted together are moth 
proof for clothing, provided the gar­ 
ments are thoroughly 
brushed 
and 
shaken so no moth eggs are lodged in 
them. 
These sacks should be pasted 
tpgether, not tied. 
Never use cornmeal to clean a car* 
pet, as it will attract vermin. Instead, 
for the w^eekly sw^oeping try handfuls 
of damp salt. Matting is best cleaned 
by wiping with cloths wrung out^ of 
warm, not Iiot, salt w^ater.

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Preserved Peaches—Weigh the fruit 
after it Is pared and the sioues extract­ 
ed, and allow a pound of susar to 
every one of peaches. 
Put the sugar 
in a preserving kettle and make the 
syrup as directed; after it is strained 
put it back; Jet it boil steadily until 
they are tender and clear. Take them 
out witl» a perforated skimmer and 
lay upon flat dishes, crowding as lit­ 
tle as possible.

Fill 
the jars two-thirds full of the peaclses, 
pour on the boiling syrup, and when 
cold cover with brandy tissue paper, 
then with cloth, lastly with thick pa­ 
per tied tightly over them, 
or 
put 
them in airtight Jars. 
Fresh A'egetable 
Salad—Boil 
two- 
pound can tomatoes, six sprigs of pars­ 
ley, one slice of onion, six peppercorns, 
eight cloves, blade of mace, for twenty 
minutes; strain and add while hot one 
tablespoonful of vinegar, one teaspoon­ 
ful of celery salt, one tablespoonful of 
gelatin dissolved; set in water; stir 
until gelatin is dissolved; set in a pan 
of ice water and svlr slowly until it 
begins to thicken, then add one grated 
cucumber, three large boiled artichokes 
cut into small cubes; turn into a bor­ 
der mold set on Ice to chill and be­ 
come Arm. When serving unmold; ar­ 
range sliced tomatoes on outside ,flud 
four tablespoonfuls mayonnaise, mixed

inhabitants of Tristan da Cuuha seem 
unconsciously to have carried out the 
purposi^ ^-ntertained by the original 
settler of IKll, Jonathan Lambert, by 
Iceeping themselves 'beyond the reach 
•of chicanery and ordinary misfortune/ 
"They have no written laws. AU be- 
ing law-abiding, they need none, each 
<loing what seemeth rifibt in his own 
eyes. 
They 
have no jail. 
Crime 
-among them being unlaiown. such an 
Institution 
would be a 
superilnity 
They have no form of government and 
p a y ' no taxes. 
They 
enjoy 
perfect 
iudependence 
and 
freedom 
whirh 
never degenerates into license. The 
-community is absolutely moral." 


CONTEXT WITH T H E I R LOT, 
The outsider who recently 
vis.ted 
this later-day Arcadia did so for the 
purpose of linding out whether its in- 
habitants really wanted to leave it. 
Tristan da Cunha belongs to England, 
and. in January, 1003, a British man- 
of-war called at the island and after- 
.w^ard reported that most of the people 
were w.eary of their life of isolation 
iind wanted to get away 
from the 
l>lace. 


So the government of Cape Colony 
.sent a representative to offer the isl- 
anders 
free 
transportation 
to 
that 
X!ountry if they wished it, as well as 
the means of making a new start In 
life. But when the agent explained to 
the folk of Tristan da Cunha how dif- 
ferent the outside world was from 
their island home the little community 
of seventy-seven decided to let well 
enonaii alone. 


And the visiting official thinks they 
acted wisely, for he says that "having 
lost the instincts of suspicion and cir- 
ouni'^pecUon. they would fare ill if set 
adrift in any civilized 
community 
where cach man plays a lone hand in 
the game of life and cares little who 
loses, so Jong as he himself wins." 


Just as there are no newspapers in 
Tiustan da Cunha. no postoilice, no 
ohurches and no schools, there also are 
no shops. The only time, in fact when 
the inhabitants think of anything like 
ijaraaining is when they trade with 
.ships passing the island. 
Even then, 
however, 
there 
ia no 
competition 


among them. 


All provisions or produce of any kind 
supplied to ships are regarded as the 
common property of the community 
and the proceeds of their sale in cloth- 
ing or stores are distributed equally 
among the several 
households, the 
blowing of a horn summoning a repre- 
iientative of each family to the divi- 
sion. 
To make the system work out 
fairly each family takes its turn in 
supplying wMiat a ship needs. 


Tristan da Cunha was discovered in 
I'iOO by the Portuguese 
navigator 
whose name it bears. 
Great Britain 
took possession of it some 300 years 
later and while Napoleon was impris- 
oned on »St. Helena, 1300 miles distant, 
placed a detachment of British soldiers 
there as a sort of outpost garrison. 
On the death of Napoleon in 1821 the 
«oldiors were withdrawn, but a certain 
Corporal Glass, with his wife and fam- 
ily. and a few other men, were allowed 
to remjiin. 


In 18:53 the population 
numbered 
•forty souls and in 1852 had risen to 
eighty-iive. 


In the course of the next two decades 
Iweniy-five left the island 
for the 
United ¡States, and forty-live migrated 
to the cape, rerludug the number of 
Iho.^e 
remaining 
on the island to 
ihirty'.slx. 
An enumeration made in 
Ib^bo'showed lo9 living there, and these 
llgnres have remained the high-water 
mark of population. 
There have been 
two 
violent deaths, but they 
were 
oases of sui. ide, due to mental de- 
rangeme)it. 


MORAL TONE HIGH. 


What makes the bigh moral record 
of the little community so remarkable 
is the fact that the original stock was 
by lio means **picked," as is the case 
witix many more ambitious attempt3 
to establisli Ideal colonies which have 
»signally failed. Tlie mule progenitors 
were just plain, ordinary, rough and 
ready men, the nationalities'represent- 
ed among them being Scotch, Irish. 
ICnglish and Dutch. 
Tbey 
married 
colored women, one being of African 
fcU'th and three others Asiatics, 


In 1SS:> a grpat disaster befoll the 
islanders. 
Fifteen 
men, comprising 
nearly the whole adult male popula 
tion. were lost in a boat that lef* the 
island to board a passing vessel, mak- 
ing of Tristan, as one of the survivors 
expressed it "an island of widows and 
children." 
the women and the 


boys and girU had been trained in the 
rugged school of self-lielp, and instead 
of abantloning themselves to weeping 
and moping they set to work to make 
the best of the situation, and, with 
the aid of some supplies from the Brit- 
ish Government, stuck it out, strug- 
gling against m*ny difficulties and tri- 
umphing over a disaster that would 
have wrecked a colony of carefully se- 
lected idealists» 


Nature has been at no pains to pre- 
pare an eartlily paradise on this lonely 
isle. 
Its '<'moteness from the world 
of strife anil unrest is what has con- 
tributed most to the establishment of 
an Arcadia ther^ 
The island is a 
vast A^olcanic "oti®, almost 8000 feet 
in height, whieh was hurled up out 
of the sea aeons ago. The base is a 
rough 
ciicit- 
ine circumference of 
which, something over 
'ity miles in 
extent, is detined by steep cliffs from 
1000 to -'"in feet high. 


On the northwest a plateau some five 
miles long and about a mile broad in- 
tervenes between these cliffs and sea, 
and this also drops abruptly about 100 
feet to the actual sea beach. It is on 
this h>\v-lying stretch of ground that 
the little community dwells and culti- 
vates what 
crops 
they 
can obtain, 
mostly potatoes. 


A copious stream of fresh 
water 
bursts out at the foot of the lofty cliffs, 
running across the northern end of the 
plateau and falling over the lower 
cliffs into the .vea, making a pictur 
esque cascade and refreshing sight for 
mariners whose water casks need re- 
plenishing. 


Near the rivulet i 
fifteen or six- 
teen dwellings of the settlement are 
grouped. 
Some years ago a part of the 
spring was diverted near its source by 
cutting a furrow, so that a tributary 
streana now passes by the door of 
nearly every one of the houses, to re- 
unite jnst above the cascade. 


The houses are built, of soft stone 
obtained from the high, slopes of the 
mountain 
dressed to fit so exactly 
that the scanty mortar used is scarcely 
needed. They are all built on substan- 
tially the same plan, about thirty feet 
long and ten broad and only one story 
in height. 
One-half of each house is 
devoted to the sitting room, with a 
large 
fireplace 
and chimney in the 
gable, the remaining being divided into 
two or more smaller rooms with com- 
municating passages. 
• The wood used in the partitions has 
been obtained from ships that have 
called at the island or been cast ashore 
there. 
A relic of one of these ship- 
wrecks 
is seen in the inscription 
"Mable Clark," which appears on a 
piece of timber used in constructing 
one of the bedrooms. For rescuing the 
crew of this vessel in 1878 the Island- 
ers were handsomely rewarded by the 
United States Government,

inhabit this fly speok of an island in 
Ihe South Atlantic, there is no money 
In ch’culation among them, and; sig­ 
nificantly enougk, there also is no 
wrongdoing of any description. 
Wrote a recent visitor to the island: 
^‘Money would be useless, for tlieve is 
jiotlung to buy.” 
And he continued: 
^‘l^iving in honesty, sobriety and bar- 
mony, free apparently from all crime, 
vice, dissension or double dealing, tbo 
inhabitants of Tristan da Cunha seem 
unconsciously to have carried out the 
purpose ^-ntertained by the original 
settler of liSll. Jonathan Lambert, by 
keeping themselves ‘beyond the reach 
•of chicanery and ordinary misfortune/ 
“They have no written laws. All be­ 
ing law-abiding, they need none, each 
<loing what seemeth right in his own 
eyes. 
They 
have no jail. 
Crime 
iimong them being unknown, such an 
institution would be a superfluity 
They have no form of government and 
pay no taxes. 
They enjoy perTect 
independence 
and 
freedom 
whi(‘h 
never degenerates into license. 
The 
'Community is absolutely moral.’^ 
CONTEXT WITH THEIR LOT. 
The outsider who recently visited 
this later-day Arcadia did so for the 
purpose of llnding out whether its in- 
habitants really wanted to leave it. 
Tristan da Cunha belongs to England, 
and, in January, 1003, a British inan- 
of-war called at the island and after­ 
ward reported that most of the people 
.were w.eary of their life of isolation 
iind wanted to get away from the 
place. 
So the government of Cape Colony 
.sent a representative to offer the isl­ 
anders free transportation 
to 
that 
<iountry if they wished it, as well as 
the means of making a new start in 
life. But when the agent explained to 
-tile folk of Tristan da Cunha how dif- 
Xerent the outside world was from 
their island home the little community 
of se\-enty%seven decided to let well 
onouah alone. 
And the visiting official thinks they 
acted wisely, for he says that “having 
lost the instincts of suspicion and cir- 
cuni^^peclion, they would fare ill if set 
adrift in 
any 
civilized community 
where oach man plays a lone hand in 
the game of life and cares little who 
loses, so long as he himself v/ins.'' 
Just as there are no newspapers in 
Trustan da Cunha. no postofiice, no 
ohurches and no schools, there also are 
no shops. The only time, in fact w’hcn 
the inhabitants think of anything like 
l^argainlng is when they trade with 
^ships passing the island. 
Even then, 
liowever, 
there 
ia 
no 
competition 
among them. 
All provisions or produce of any kind 
supplied to ships are regarded as the 
common property of the community 
and the proceeds of their sale in cloth­ 
ing or stores are distributed equally 
among the several households, the 
blowing of a horn summoning a repre­ 
sentative of each family to the divi- 
iiion. 
To make the system work out 
fairly each family takes its turn in 
supplying what a ship needs. 
Tristan da Cunha was discovered In 
17){]0 by 
the 
Portuguese navigator 
whose name it bears. 
Great Britain 
took possession of it some 300 years 
later and while Napoleon was impris­ 
oned on >St. Helena, 1300 miles distant, 
placed a detachment of British soldiers 
there as a sort of outpost garrison. 
On the death of Napoleon in 1821 the 
soldiers were withdrawn, but a certain 
Corporal Glass, with his wife and fam­ 
ily, and a few other men, were allowed 
Co reimiin. 
In 1838 the population numbered 
forty souls and in 1852 had risen to 
eighty-iive. 
In the course of the next two decades 
Iwemy-five left the island for the 
United iStates and forty-hve migrated 
to the cape, reducing the number of 
llioce remaining on the island to 
ihirty-slx. 
An enumeration made in 
li<80 showed lu9 living there, and these 
figures have remained the high-w^ater 
anark of population. There have been 
two violent deaths, but they were 
oases of suic ide, due to mental de­ 
rangement. 
MORAL TONE HIGH. 
What makes the high moral record 
of the little community so remarlcable 
is the fact that the original stock was 
by no means “picked,’^ as is the case 
with many more ambitious attempt3 
to establish ideal colonies which have 
iilgnally failed. The male progenitors 
were just plain, ordinary, rough and 
ready men, the nationalities represent­ 
ed among them being Scotch, Irish. 
English and Dutch. 
They married 
colored women, one being of African 
bu'th and three others Asiatics* 


In 18Sr> a gr^at disaster befell the 
islanders. 
Fifteen 
men, 
comprising 
nearly the whole adult male popula 
tion, were lost in a boat that lof* the 
island to board a passing vessel, mak­ 
ing of Tiistan, as one of the survivors 
expressed it “an island of widoAvs and 
children.’* 
the women and the 
boys and girU had been trained in the 
rugged school of self-help, and instead 
of abandoning themselves to weeping 
and moping they set to work to make 
the best of the situation, and, with 
the aid of some supplies from the Brit­ 
ish Government stuck it out, strug­ 
gling against m«ny difficulties and tri­ 
umphing over a disaster that would 
have wrecked a colony of carefully se­ 
lected idealists» 
Nature has been at no pains to pre­ 
pare an earthly paradise on this lonely 
isle. 
Its - t‘moteness from the world 
of strife iuul unrest is what has con­ 
tributed most to the establishment of 
an Arcadia ther^ 
The island is a 
vast volcanic 
almost 8000 feet 
in height, which Avas hurled up out 
of the sea aeons ago. The base is a 
rough ciici(r 
me circumference of 
w’hicb, something over t\' uty miles in 
extent, is detlned by steep cliffs from 
1000 to Jono foet high. 
On the nortluvest a plateau some five 
miles long and about a mile broad in­ 
tervenes between these cliffs and sea, 
and this also drops abruptly about 100 
feet to the actual sea beach. It is on 
this lovs-lying stretch of ground that 
the little community dwells and culti­ 
vates what crops they can obtain, 
mostly potatoes. 
A copious stream of fresh water 
bursts out at the foot of the lofty cliffs, 
running across the northern end of the 
plateau and falling over the lo\ver 
cliffs into the .«ea. making a pictur­ 
esque cascade and refreshing sight for 
mariners whose water casks need re­ 
plenishing. 
Near the rivulet i 
fifteen or six­ 
teen dwellings of the settlement are 
grouped. Some years ago a part of the 
spring was diverted near its source by 
cutting a furrow, .so that a tributary 
stream now passes by the door of 
nearly every one of the houses, to re­ 
unite just above the cascade. 
The houses are built of soft stone 
t 
obtained from the high slopes of the 
mountain dressed to fit so exactly 
that the scanty mortar used is scarcely 
needed. They are all built on substan­ 
tially the same plan, about thirty feet 
long and ten broad and only one story 
in height. 
One-half of each liouse is 
devoted to the sitting room, with a 
large fireplace and chimney in the 
gable, the remaining being divided into 
two or more smaller rooms with com­ 
municating passages. 
' The wood used in the partitions has 
been obtained from ships that have 
called at the island or been cast ashore 
there. 
A relic of one of these ship« 
w^recks is seen in the inscription 
“Mable Clark,*’ which appears on a 
piece of timber used in constructing 
one of the bedrooms. For rescuing the 
crew of this vessel in 1878 the island­ 
ers were handsomely rewarded by the 
United States Government. 
They have troubles of their own, like 
otlier peoples. 
The worst of them 
came from the outside >vorld. 
Over 
twoscore yeai's ago ^a schooner was 
wrecked on the island and a lot of rats 
escaped from her to the shore, multi­ 
plying so fast that they soon overran 
the island, rendering the cultivation 
of grain impossible and sweeping bare 
the hillsides where grew the tussock 
grass with w^liich they used to thatch 
their cottages. 
Now each householder has to raise 
what he needs of it in a walled-in in- 
closure from which the rats can be 
kept at bay. The rats are the curse 
of the Island. 
The Tristanites will 
erect a monument to the memory pf 
anybody wlio will rid them of the pest. 
For many reasons it would seem to 
be eminently desirable that the exist 
ence of this island Arcadia should be 
perpetuated. 
As an object lesson in 
the solution of some of the most 
vexed problems of sociology the little 
community may some day be deemed 
worthy of the study of our learned pro« 
fessors W'ho 
liave evolved various 
theories as to iiow the greatest happi­ 
ness may be attained by the greatest 
number.—Los Angeles Times.

The casing of tiie instrument 
is made from finely selected quarter saw- 
ed oak wood, finely finished to match the 
wood work of the church, with front pipes 
handsomely decorated in gold and colors. 
The design of the instrument as M'ell as 
every part of the exterior finish is in per- 
fect harmony with the interior of the 
building. 
However the skill oi the build- 
er is equally evident in the mcchaniual 
working and voicing of the instrument, 
special attention havhigbeen given to this 
part of the work, so that each pipe has its 
proper quality and quantity of tone and 
the stops are so blended as to produce one 
volume of superb tone when piaying full 
organ. 
The bellows is operated by a Ross 
water engine which is controlled automat- 
ically by the rise and fall of the bellows. 


The Moller organ factory which produc- 
ed the organ in the First Lutheran church 
is the largest and im st complete pipe or- 
gan factory in the United States and has 
furnished pipe organs for more than 700 
churches representing eve^' State in the 
Union and the only pipe organ ever built 
by an American builder for a church in 
Australia was shipped from the Moller 
factory more than a year ago. 
The JMOI- 
ler factory employs regularly a force of 
135 men, exclusive of the regular road 
force, and has on hand at this time con- 
tracts for more than thirty large pipe or- 
gans.

Prof. de Launay holds high ]’ank among 
the eminent organists of the world and in 
his rendition of the diflicult numbers of 
tho program, each a masterpiece of one of 
the world’s greatest composers, his audi­ 
ence could not fail to be impressed with 
his marvelous technique,and perfect regis­ 
tration, while the expression and tone col­ 
ouring proved his familiarity with the 
music of the groat masters and afforded a 
musical treat such as has never before 
been enjoyed by an audience in this town. 
The organ is a product 6f the Moller 
Pipe Organ Factory, of Ilagerstow’U, Md., 
and w’hile many larger organs have been 
built by Mr. Moller, none contiiin more 
modern improvements or higher grade 
material. 
The casing of tiie instrument 
is made from finely selected quarter saw­ 
ed oak w’ood, finely finished to match the 
wood work of the church, with front pipes 
handsomely decorated in gold and colors. 
The design of the instrument as w’ell as 
every part of the exterior finish is in per­ 
fect harmony w'ith the interior of the 
building. 
However the skill of the build­ 
er is equally evident in the mechanical 
W’orking and voicing of the instrument, 
special attention havhigbeen given to this 
part of the work, so that each pipe has its 
proper quality and quantity of tone and 
the stops are so blended as to produce one 
volume of supei’b tone when piaying full 
organ.

Tlie Moller organ factory wdiich produc­ 
ed the organ in the First Lutheran church 
is the largest and mi st complete pipe or­ 
gan factory in the United States and has 
furnished pipe organs for more than 700 
churches representing eve^^ State in the 
Union and the only pipe organ ever built 
by an American builder for a church in 
Australia w’as shipped from the Moller 
factory more than a year ago. The I^lol- 
ler factory employs regularly a force of 
135 men, exclusive of the regular road 
force, and has on hand at this tiine con­ 
tracts for more than thirty large pipe or­ 
gans.

in Germany the authorities are really 
taking measures to shake the germs 
out of the volumes in the public libra- 
ries. after they have passed through 
the unwashed hands and liave been 
moistened from the possib^y diseased 
mouths of the community. 
And in 
our country we are agitating for clean 
money, for we know that much of it 
Is as dirty in condition 
s it may not 
have been in the making.

But it takes longer to bake 
the bills that may be charged Avith 
bacilli of infectious disease.

is the body? GoA^ernment, at any rate, 
ought to help the crusade against dirt 
and disease by retiring all Avorn and 
defaced notes that are received in its 
offices aud giving out clean ones in 
their stead.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Curtis, having dived deeper than all 
the others named into facts, has told 
us in the Interesting style peculiarly 
his own, how the country came to be 
discovered', in the opening chapter of 
has very readable book, ‘Venezuela, a 
Land Where It’s Always Summer,’ pub­ 
lished in 1896. 
In addition, Mr. Cur­ 
tis tells us some very valuable things 
about the people of the country past 
and present, and dwells at length upon 
trade conditions v.'hich the people of 
this country might, if they would, take 
advantage. 
“According to current history, the 
republic, now known as the republic of 
the United States of Venezuela, was 
discovered as early as 1449 by the Cas- 
Ullian knight Alonzo de Ojeda, whohad 
been associated v/ith Columbus on his 
second voyage, and who commanded a 
fleet of four vessels, chartered 
and 
equipped by some wealthy merchants 
of Seville. 
“For 240 years Venezuela remained 
loyal to the Spanish crown, during 
which period Spain displayed the same 
rapacity. Injustice and cruelty which 
has characterized her rule in all tho 
colonies she has possessed, a policy 
whose fruits were always rebellion, un­ 
til today nothing but a decadent king­ 
dom remains of a once mighty empire, 
whose ships covered the known wa­ 
ters of the globe and whose commerce 
dominated all that was then known of 
the civilized world. 
“July 5, 1811, the leading men of 
Caracas proclaimed 
a 
republic and 
adopted a constitution very similar to 
that of our own country. 
Ten years 
of war followed, which ended in the 
expulsion of the Spanish army from 
the province. In 1847 a treaty of peace 
was signed and Spain formally ac­ 
knowledged the Independence of the 
country. 
“Geographically speaking, Venezuela 
Is bounded on the north by the Antil­ 
lean sea, on the south by the United 
States of Brazil and a part of the re­ 
public of Colombia and on the east by 
the Atlantic ocean and British Guiana. 
“According to the census of 1890 
there were in Venezuela 326,000 abo­ 
rigines. 
Of this number 66,000 were 
Independent, 
20,000 
subjugated and 
240,000 assimilated. 
Topographically 
speaking, the territory of the republic 
comprises three well-defined regions— 
the agricultural, the grazing and the 
forestal. The first occupies an area of 
134,942 square miles and extends from 
the north to the northwest of the coun­ 
try. 
In this region are to be found 
the coast range anil that of the Venez­ 
uelan Andes, which form very fertile 
valleys. 
It comprises 87,325 square 
miles of public lands and 47,617 square 
miles belong to private parties. 
The 
grazing lands form a great belt south 
of the agrlcultmal region. 
It has an 
area of 156,496 square miles, of which 
58,480 are public and 98,016 private 
lands. 
“This region Is made up of immense 
grass-covered plains, with 
navigable 
rivers, 
which overflow during the 
rainy season and Inundate them. The 
third region, the forestal, lies to the 
south of the grrazlng belt and extends 
to the southern limits of Venezuela. 
It has 308,095 square miles of area, of 
wkich 303,345 are public and 4750 are 
private. 
“The mountain systems comprise 
the Venezuelan Andes and the coast and 
Parima ranges. According to the lat­ 
est oilicial data the coast line of Ven­ 
ezuela extends 3020 kilometres along 
the Caribbean sea and the Atlantic 
ocean, and has 32 harbors, 50 coves and 
numberless anchorages, exclusive of 
those in the interior on the lakes of 
Marac&'ibo and Valencia, There are in 
the country five gulfs, two large lakes 
and 204 small lakes. 
The territory is 
bathed by 1047 rivers and rivulets, of 
which 436 are afiluents of the Orinoco. 
“The climate of the country is mild, 
the extremes of beat and cold of north­ 
ern climates 
being 
unknown. 
The 
coasts 
of 
Venezuela 
are 
tolerably 
healthy. Neither the black vomit nor 
yellow fever is considered epidemic, 
althiough sporadI6 cases of malignant 
fevers are not unknown. The seasons 
are dry and wet. 
The agricultural 
belt ginows coffee, ca.cao, sugar cane, all 
kdnds of cereals and edible tubers, 
such as the potato, qucca, yam, etc. 
The grazing section is well adapted to 
Che raising of cattle. 
“The territory of the republic is di­ 
vided into 13 federal states. 
Bach 
state has its president and legislature. 


The former Is elected by dlrecÈ vote 
every four years. Each state by spe­ 
cial law determines the form and con­ 
ditions for the eléction of the mem­ 
bers of the legislature. 
The federal 
district Is dependent upon the presi­ 
dent of the republic, who oxerclsea his 
authority through a «governor of his 
free selection. 
\ 
"The capital of the republic Is \the 
city of Caracas, founded in 1567 ''by 
Don Diego do Logada, a Spanish cap^ 
tain, who gave the city the name of^’ 
Santiago de Leon, which it still re- ^ 
tains iu old and modern public docu­ 
ments. The city is located, in the beau­ 
tiful valley of Caracas, 12 miles in 
length, and according to the census of 
1S91 had a population not far from 90,- 
000. 
"The streets cross 
each 
other at 
right angles and run lengthwise from 
east to west, and from north to south. 
The capltol building occupies an area 
of more than two acres. 
All of tho 
public buildings are worthy of the po­ 
sition the city occupies as the cap­ 
ital of tho republic. 
The principal 
squares of the city are the plaza Boli­ 
var and the plaza Washington. 
The 
latter has in its centre a statue of the 
father of his country."

GOLFING 
AT SEA. 


The Great Game as Adapted for Us* 
Aboard Ship. 
“As I stopped on deck from the sa­ 
loon one moinlng, on my return from 
abroad,” said Frank M. Morris of “The 
Book Shop,” 
“I heard a voice cry, 
‘You’ve sliced a drive and you’re In 
the grass.’ 
“For a moment I wondered whether 
I was at sea or on the Exmoor links 
at home. 
I saw a gray ocean, which 
might have made a good golf links if 
it only had been solid, heaving against 
tlie sky, and Land’s End, the last 
glimpse of England, disappearing on 
our weather quarter. So I was quite 
sure our vessel was a night out from 
London and on the open sea. But there 
we^e people on deck undoubtedly play­ 
ing golf—playing it with the absorbed, 
eager air that marks the devotee of 
the game on dry land. 
“Ocean golf Is one of the novelties 
of the trans-Atlantic summer season. 
It was first Introduced on the boats 
of the Atlantic Transport line, and 
has been taken up enthusiastically on 
the lairger steamers of all lines. 
Mr. 
Morris returned on the Minnetonka, 
14,000 tons burden, 600 feet from stem 
to stem, and with an afterdeck 200 
feet long and 40 feet in beam. 
Golf 
links had been laid out on this deck 
in the lee of the cabin. 
“The golf course about the deck,” 
said Mr. Morris, “consisted 
of nine 
circular chalk marks a foot in di­ 
ameter in lieu of holes. The golf balls 
were shuffle board disks five inches 
across and an inch thick. 
The clubs 
were shuffle board sticks, with ends 
hollowed out to fit the disks. 
With 
these clubs the disks were sent slid­ 
ing about the decks by vigorous shoves 
Instead of free strokes. 
The hazards 
of the course were furnished by a 
wheelhouse, 20x30 feet In size, venti­ 
lators, two hatches, four donkey en­ 
gines, a capstan, spars, coils of rope 
andi a galleyway leading to the deck 
below. 
"A good player could make a round 
of 18 holes in half or three-quarters of 
an hour. 
The third hole required a 
display of skill and a slight knowledge 
of billiards. 
It lay snug behind a 
group of big ventllartor funnels. 
The 
only way to reach it In a single stroke 
was to drive your disk against the side 
of the after hatch and make It carrom 
toward the hole. 
“In dirlving from the fourth to the 
fifth hole you had to reckon with the 
wheelhouse, which lay between them. 
In working back from the taffrall to 
the cabin you entered on a llttlo cam­ 
paign full of difficult problems. 
The 
way was beset with such bunkers as a 
steam donkey, a scuttle over a galley­ 
way, a number of ventilators and a 
capstan. 
If there was a sea on and the boat 
rolled, the difficulties of play became 
complicated. Then In driving you had 
to allow for the list of the deck. 
If 
your stroke was not sure tliere wfis the 
annoying possibility that your disk 
would turn on edge and roll a hundred 
feet or so down the deck and fetch, up 
in tl\e scuppers. When the disk went 
into the gutters the players said it 
was in the grass. 
“There was nothing but golf aboard 
from the beginning of the voyage to 
the end. 
Billiards, chess, whist and 
poker were waved aside for golf. Ev­ 
ery passenger became as brown as a 
beiTy from playing golf on deck la 
the w'Ind and sun. At times they al­ 
most fought for possession of the links. 
We had match plays, foursomes and 
one tournament.”—Chicago Chronicle.

There are many kinds of balls for 
sale in the shops, but most of them 
are too hard for ordinary hand play- 
ing. Tiie writer of this has never seen 
anything to equal the balls he used to 
Jiiake for himself when he was a boy, 
and he Avants to tell the other boys 
liow he did it. 


Get a perfectly round orange and 
cut the peel into even quarters, num- 
bering tliem at one end so as to be 
able to put them together again in 
their proper order. 


Ask your mother or your sister for 
a pair of discarded kid gloves with 
long wrists, and out of these wrists 
cut four pieces exactly like the four 
pieces of orauge peel. 
Number them 
as you did the pieces of peel, and with 
linen thread sew over and over three 
seams, thus putting the four pieces 
tog-ether, but leaving one seam open. 
This is the cover for your ball. 


Get a solid rubber ball about three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, and 
en it wind the common woolen yarn of 
which stockings are made. 
I'ou can 
buy the yarn at a shop, or, if you can 
get an old stocking, ravel it out. 
Do 
the Avinding ev^-nly, so as to keep the 
ball perfectly round, and try it now 
and then to see ^whether it is large 
enough 
for your cover.

must 
;nako It so that it -svill fjt in the cover 
exactly, iind then you draw the re- 
maining edges together and sew them 
over and over, as you did the other 
seams, 


The boy who uses a ball of this 
kind Avill never Avillingly use any other. 
It is plenty hard enousb, and yet it is 
soft to the touch, and the rubber centre 
gives it all the needed bounce.

A RUG SUGGESTIOIT. 
A 'Wise housewife suggests that It Is 
very bad for either valuable or lues* 
pensive rugs to be beaten too often, as 
It does in very fact beat the life oul 
of them. 
When the surface becomes 
soiled they can be washed Avith no fear 
of injuring their colors, since the ma 
jority of oriental rugs especially are 
.washed repeatedly before reaching this 
country and the dyes used are thereby 
mellowed and enriched. 
The best method of washing a large 
rug is to stretch and tack it upon a 
clean floor, then scour it well with 
soapsuds. After the scouring it must 
be thoroughly rinsed to remove an 
trace of the animal matter In the soap, 
after which it should not be removed 
until it is perfectly dry. Then It will 
not shrink and will lie perfectly fist 
upon the floor. 


THE CARE OF SILVER. 
To prevent silver from tarnishing 
place a few lumps of camphor In the 
box or drawer containing the articles. 
This will neutralize to some extent the 
gases which turn silver black. If sii-- 
ver is to be stored for some length of 
time it should be cleaned thoroughly 
ind placcd in cotton flannel bags which 
can be closed tightly at the top. These 
bags should then be wrapped in 
paraffin paper or still better In bees 
wax paper. To make the beeswax pa­ 
per, for It cannot be bought, take or 
dinary manila paper and lay it on a 
smooth surface covered by a white 
cloth. 
Shave the beeswax thickly 
over the paper and then pass a hot 
Iron over It. The wax will melt right 
Into the paper. 
New .silver frequently Is lacquered, 
[n other words, the surface has been 
varnished with a solution of gun cot 
ton and ether. This is done by manu 
facturers to. prevent the silverware 
being tarnished, also to keep the sur­ 
face in good condition. The varnish 
sometimes peels off, leaving the ex 
posed surface to tarnish. In this case 
there is nothing to do but to place the 
silver in boiling water for two or three 
minutes, after which the lacquer can 
be easily removed. 
Silver can be re* 
lacquered If desired* 


Stale Bread Griddle Cakes—Soak one 
pint of stale bread la one quart of 
milk for one hour, then beat It smooth; 
beat the yolks of two eggs, add them 
to the milk and bread, then add flour 
to make a thin batter; one teaspoonful 
of salt; add the whites of the eggs, 
then three level teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder; beat thoroughly and bake on 
a hot griddle, 
-Plain Cream—Soak half a box of 
gelatine in half a cup of cold water one 
hour; put three cupfuls of milk in the 
double boiler-, add one cup of sugar, 
then the gelatine, stirring until it Is 
dissolved; strain when cold, add Juice 
and rind of one lemon; stir well, turn 
It into a mould and stand in a cool 
place; serve with cream or custard, 
¡r&nilla sauce. 
' Popovers—Beat two eggs until quite 
thick; add to them two cupfuls of milk; 
pour half of this over two cupfuls of 
•Ifted flour and one-fourth teaspoonful 
of B«lt; beat well, < then pour over re­ 
maining milk and egg; beat until 
frothy, then beat for one minute with 
the egg beater; All hot greased earthen 
cups two'thirds full and bake in a 
moderate oven forty-flve minutes. 
Sugared Beets—Cut off the beet 
tope, scrub the beets with a vegetable 
brush, put them into boiling water and 
cook until very tender; then pour off 
the water and scrape off the skins; cut 
beets In slices one-fourth Inch thick; 
to five small beats add three level 
teaspoonfuls of butter, half a teaspoon* 
ful of sugar and half a teaspoon oi 
•alt; bring to the boil; serve hot»

A Novel Clock.

A HOME MADE BALL. 
There are many kinds of balls for 
sale in the shops, but most of them 
are too hard for ordinary hand play­ 
ing. The writer of this has iiever seen 
anything to equal the balls he used to 
make for himself when he was a boy, 
and he wants to tell the other boys 
how he did it. 
Get a perfectly round orange and 
cut the peel into even quarters, num­ 
bering them at one end so as to be 
able to put them together again in 
their proper order. 
Ask your mother or your sister for 
a pair of discarded kid gloves with 
long wrists, and out of these wrists 
cut four pieces exactly like the four 
pieces of orange peel. 
Number them 
as you did the pieces of peel, and with 
linen thread sew over and over three 
seams, thus putting the four pieces 
together, but leaving one seam open. 
This is the cover for your ball. 
Get a solid rubber ball about three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, and 
en it wind the common woolen yarn of 
which stockings are made. 
l"ou can 
buy the yarn at a shop, or, if you can 
get an old stocking, ravel it out. 
Do 
the winding ev>*nly, so as to keep the 
ball perfectly round, and try it now 
and then to see whether it is large 
enough for your cover. 
You must 
;nake it so that it wmII fit in the cover 
exactly, and then you draw the re­ 
maining edges together and sew them 
over and over, as you did the other 
seams, 
The boy who uses a ball of this 
kind will never willingly use any other. 
It is plenty hard enough, and yet it is 
soft to the touch, and the rubber centre 
gives it all the needed bounce.

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CHARLES S. DUNCAN, 
Democratic Candidate For Jud^e. 


Charles Sohmucker Duncan, the Dem­ 
ocratic standard besrer in the judicial 
contest, is a native of Adams county 
and with tho exception of tiie years of 
'his initial legal studies has spent his life 
ID daily intercourse with its people. 
Natural abilities and character passed 
to him as an inheritauce. His father, 
tbe late Hon. *W. A. Duncan, went as a 
young man from his natal place of Cash- 
town to Gettysburg and at his death 
'«ras a membt^r of Oougress from that 
district* To his maternal grandfather. 
Rev, S. S. Schmucker, a scholar with 
«xecutivo qualities, more than to any 
other man that community owes its ed 
iicational opportunities. 
A graduate of Gettysburg College io 
tbe year 
an honor man of his class, 
Mr. Duncan subsequeutly took the full 
'Course in tho Law Department of the 
Univeisity of Pennsylvania under the 
tutelage of learned juribls and at the 
saraetjme had practical experience in a 
Philadelphia law office 
Later he was 
admitted to practice before the appellate 
'Courts of the iStato. 
To a thorough legal equipment there 
have now been added the trained mental 
‘habits and ripe e.xpcrience of a score of 
years of successful practice and of pub 
lie service. As an attorney he has rep 
resented some of the most important 
vested interests in Adams county, hav 
ing the confidence of clients irrespec 
tiye of personal or party ties. lie is 
koovvn in all secaionb of the county as 
•an able practitioner of integrity and as a 
man of clean life. 
When twenty five 
years old he undertook ihif responsibili* 
tijjs of family life by his mairiage to a 
daughter of Jiev. T. J* JSaikle^', of Get-, 
lysburg. 
In considering a man's qualification 
fox the jiulicial position liis timpera 
ra.ent is of no little import, and it may 
be said in aciiursite meavur* d words tliat 


Charles 8 . Duncan’s temperament is 
even, healthy and vigorous; his person­ 
ality is natural, pleasant and manly. 
Uis career in public life began in 1880 
when ne received the Democratic uomi 
nation for District Attorney and after a 
hard iight was defeated by two votes by 
John M. Krauth. 
In the early winter 
of the following year Mr. Krauth was 
taken-ill and holding his oponeut in es­ 
teem ho selected Mr. Duncan to act as 
assistant District Attorney. 
Upon the 
death of Mr. Krauth shortly afterwards 
the Court appointed Mr. Duncan to fill 
the vacancy. 
This appointment gave 
satisfaction to such an extent that in 
185)0 he was nominated by his own party 
and was endorsed by the Republicans. 
Again in 1893 he nceivedche Deaiocrat- 
ic nomination and defeated the Kepubli- 
can candidate with the record of being 
the highest man on the ticket of which 
larger part was beaten. 
With a high 
stnsc of public duty he proved as zoal- 
oud in his prosecutions for the Common­ 
wealth as in his own legal practice. 
In 
1894 when chosen by his party as a can­ 
didate for senatorial honor lie ran ahead 
of the ticket, losing the county by only 
iilty.one votes in the Republican tidal 
wave of that year when other Democrats 
were defeated in the county by a major­ 
ity of over live hundred. Ten years later 
in the ripeness of his powers and the 
full maturity of life» honored more than 
ever by his party’s nomination for the 
President Judgeship, without fui^s or 
feathers, Mr Duncan is making the ac 
live, vigorous and thorough going can­ 
vass that was expected of nun. 
There is nothing in his career either 
as a man, as a ijractitloner for twenty 
years or as a public olllcial upon wiiicli 
to base a doubt that if elected to judi­ 
ciary Mr. Duncan wu>uld recognize any 
claim on him othei than the proper dis­ 
charge of the duties of his high oillce.
